The project is an appropriate use of taxpayer funds as this important project will have a big
impact on the residents of Willow Grove, an historically underserved neighborhood in Abington
Township. Crime prevention through environmental design (CPTED) studies show that built
environments create safer neighborhoods. Safer neighborhoods spur on growth and development.

Communities Act and 42 U.S.C. 5305(a)(1).
